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Forms of Family Prayer are already so numerous, that some 
apology may be deemed necessary for adding to their number. 
But, excellent as many of them ai'e^ some are too long, and some 
too abstruse for the mixed assembly of which almost every 
household consists, where the majority is usually composed of 
children and the unlearned. 

Whether the compiler has succeeded in accomplishing so 
desirable an object in the present selection, must be left to the 
test of experience, as she lays no claim to originality, but has 
freely borrowed from every selection and every author which 
seemed likely to suit her purpose ; and now commits it to the 
great Hearer of prayer, imploring him to blebs this humble 
endeavour to advance his glory and the Eedeemer's kingdom.
